ON BROWN'S LIFE 


Witnesses Assert Woman Declared 


She Would Kill Brown If He 


Did Not Marry Her. 


5 ARE DEPICTED 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Damaging 


testimony was given today against 
Mrs. Annie M. Bradley, on trial for 
killing former 
Senator Arthur M. 


Brown, of Utah, in this city last De- 
cember. 


Suite a number ot witnesses were 


called in rebuttal and all being asked 
as to her mental condition declared 
•that the question of her sanity had 
not been suggested to them, that she 
appeared rational and talked coherent- 
ly. 


Many of these witnesses saw her 


shortly after the shooting and talked 
to her but none of them regarded her 
as insane. 


Some 
sensational 
developments 


were brought out in the testimony. 
Soren S. Christensen, of Salt Lake, 
told of an exciting scene between Mrs. 
Brown and Mrs. Bradley at Pocaltclla. 
Idaho, where Mrs. Brown, meeting the 
defendant had taken her by the throat 
and threatened to kill her and the 
Senator, had denied that he was the 
father of his son Max Brown, which 
called forth fierce denunciations from 
Mrs. Brown. 


Witnesses today testified that Mrs. 


Bradley admitted snortly after the 
act that she shot Senator Brown. 


Court 
adjourns-! 
in the Bradley 


case at 3:10 p. m., until Friday morn- 
ing. 


Justice Stafford halted the trial and 


directed that a girl 11 years old btt 
asked to leave uvj room with her 
parents, who accompanied her.

She Would Blow Brown's Head Off if 


He Refused to Marry Her.

her usual health. She walked more 
briskly than do most women. 


"Then how did she 
appear that 


morning?" asked 
Assistant District 


Attorney Turner. 


"She appeared very well indeed. I 


thought she was very glad to get 
away." 


After she reached Ogden on this 


ticket she got off the train and bought 
a ticket for Washington. 


She left Salt Lake on Monday and 


on the previous Saturday she had 
called up Mr. Brown's office and learn- 
ing that he had left the city she re- 
marked to the witness. "So Mr. Brown 
has got away, has he?"

Asia Minor May Revolt. 


The movement in favor .of autonomy 


Is gaining ground in Asia Minor as 
the popular disaffection against the 
Constantinople government is very 
strong. But at the same time there 
Is a great degree of loyalty among the 
Moslems, and this constitutes a pow- 
erful support to the present regime. 


Mass meetings are being held at 


which the removal of Ibraham Pasha 
Is being demanded. At a meeting 
held at Van, a denunciation of the

failure of the Pekin syndicate, a Brit- 
ish corporation 
holding the largest 


concession China has ever given, and 
the officials 
o£ Shansi 
province to 


reach a compromise in the matter of 
"rights 
of 
recovery," 
violence 
is 


threatened 
in the province 
and at 


Tiayuanfu, the people are renewing 
their demonstrations against the syn 
dicate.' The syndicate recently pro 
posed to sell back to the Chinese gov- 
ernment Its holdings in the province 
of Shansi. 
This 
proposal 
was to 


some extent due to the campaign In 
China against foreigners holding con- 
cessions and the especial antipathy ol 
the government 
toward the British 


company. 
The claims of the syndi- 


cate of sole rights over the Immense 
mineral fields in Shausi so incensed 
the inhabitants that a rebellion was 
nearly precipitated there last year. 


Sir J. M. Jordan, the British min- 


ister to China, has repeatedly request- 
ed the foreign board to suppress the 
disorders in Shansi. 
The syndicate 


charges that the provincial authori- 
ties, are 
distinctly 
anti-foreign, but 


this the authorities resentfully deny. 
At the present moment the negotia- 
tions 
are suspended. 
The 
foreign 


board reflects the apathy of the gov- 
ernment which presents the most seri- 
ous problem of placating Shansi and 
other provinces, where the 
dissen- 


sions are in the nature of retribution 
for the corrupt appropriations by the 
government in the past to its own 
ends and the giving a*ay of vast, prop- 
erties which the people believed to 
belong to them. 


The growth of the propaganda for 


provincial 
rights has surprised the 


central government; 
the movement 


promises 
to attain 
national dimen- 


sions and the present ministry has bo- 
come discredited thereby. 
Kepresen- 


latlves of the provincial authorities 
are now at Pekin and are distressed 
at the suplness of the government.

Bright, with Amil Mil- 
er and Orb Wagner, two teamsters 
who were near, rushed to Oman's as- 
sistance. The teo was not a large one 
and they lifted It from the body easily. 


In striking him, however, the tree 


had burst a blood vessel in the man's 
chest, and-he died In ten minutes as 
the result of hemorrhage.

Van Wcrt, Ohio, Nov. 27.—Mrs 


David Stewart, aged fifty years and 
the wife of one of the best known 
farmers In this suction, was instant- 
ly killed this morning by a west- 
bound express car on (.he the Lima 
and Fort Wayno interurban road. 


Mrs. Stewart, was walking along 


the road which p.irnllels the Interur- 
ban track. 
At a point about Uireo 


miles east of Vim Wert. teams coming 
from both directions on the wagon 
road impelled her to stop upon tho 
track, where she was struck by tho 
express car whloh at. tho tjme was 
going at. full speed. Tho car whistle 
was sounded at. a distanco of 1.000 
feet rom where the accident, occur- 
red and again, when tho motorman 
saw the woman on tho track nnd ap- 
parently oblivious to the approach ot 
danger. 
The unfortunat/3 woman, 


however, failed to hear tho warning 
signal or the rumble of the approach- 
Ing car owing to tho noise made by a 
traction engine furnishing power for 
a corn shredder In a field adjoining 
tho track. 


Mrs. Stewart was hurled a distance 


of fifteen feet, by tho car and was 
dead when tho horrified witnesses of 
the accident reached her side. 
Her 


left shoulder was crushed, her left 
arm broken, her head was badly 
bruised and she received Internal in- 
juries which were- doubtless the im- 
mediate cause of death.

Weston, the veteran walker, now 09 
years of age, ended his tramp of 1.- 
23-1 miles from Portland, Maine, at 
the federal building here at 12:15 p. 
in. today. 
He left Portland October 


29th at 5 p. rn., thus making his trav- 
eling time exclusive of Sundays, twen- 
ty-four days, nineteen hours and fif- 
teen minutes. 
Weston did not walk 


on Sundays. Weston broke his record 
of forty years ago by one day three 
hours and twenty-five minutes. 
His 


former time 
was twenty-five 
days, 


twenty-two hours and forty minutes. 


Weston 
left 
the Chicago 
Beach 


hotel, seven miles south of the busi- 
ness district, to walk to the postoffice, 
where the long journey was to end. 
at 9:52 a. m. 
He reached 
Drexel 


boulevard and Fifty-first street 
and 


struck out. northward at a fast gait. 
The boulevard 
was packed with a 


cheering crowd all along his line ot 
march. 
When Weston made his ap- 


pearance on the porch of the Chicago 
Beach hotel be 
had discarded his 


dusty garb which he had worn during 
the rough portion of his journey, and 
wore a new blue suit, polished shoes, 
new black gaiters and a neat black 
felt hat and white gloves. Attended 
by a noisy crowd he began the finish- 
ing lap of his long journey. 


Was Jaunty and Fresh. 


The rest of the distance was covered 


In the most direct, manner possible, 
through the south boulevard system 
leading to the 
federal 
building at 


Jackson 
boulevard and 
Dearborn 


filroet. Weston. during the final tramp, 
was preceded by Alderman Badenoch. 
who carried a banner of the Illinois 
Athletic 
club with the 
Inscription, 


"Welcome to Weston." 
Then came a 


line nf twelve policemen. 
Weston 


following 
closely 
behind, appeared 


jaunty and fresh and kept, up a spirit- 
ed conversation w'ith his guards in 
front. 
Ho was followed by automo- 


biles containing Weslon's Judges and 
members of (he Illinois Athletic club 
reception committee, headed by Presi- 
dent Wm. Halo Thompson. 


From the front row of policemen In 


tho automobile, bearing the judges ex- 


tended ropes forming a hollow square 
in the center of which Weston walked. 
Over a part of the distance Chief of 
Police Sliippy and Fire Marshal Koran 
walked beside Weston. 
They were 


joked by the aged walker about their 
ability to keep the pace set by him 
ami at other -times were kept busy 
pointing out the points of interest as 
the procession moved along. 


The aged pedestrian arrived at the 


Chicago Beach hotel, 
seven 
miles 


from the end of 
his journey, at 3 


o'clock a. m. He was welcomed by 
about one hundred people and after 
shaking hands retired to his room. 


Reached Illinois Line. 


Weston crossed the state line Into 


South Chicago at 1:05 o'clock this 
morning. Three thousand people were 
present at the border of South Chi- 
cago to greet him. Captain Charles 
Dorman. of the South Chicago police 
station, commanding twenty-five po- 
licemen, kept the crowd from Interfer- 
ing with the walker's feet. 
A solid 


line of patrolmen marched 
twenty- 


five feet ahead of him brushing the 
good-natured spectators 
out of the 


roadway. 
At. the outer ends of this 


blue coat line two ropes were held 
which extended back to the automo- 
bile. These ropes formed the sides 
of a hollow square probably twenty- 
five feet In size In which the aged 
man walked. 


The big crowd was joyful. "March- 


ing 
Through 
Georgia" 
was 
sung 


throughout the way in South Chicago. 
The old man plodded on, seemingly 
unmindful of the attention he was re- 
ceiving, or. more 
properly, 
rather 


scornful of It as putting further diffi- 
culties and distractions In the way of 
an already difficult task. 


Tho walker all of yesterday looked 


palo. weak and tired, but he claimed 
to he fresh. He was not able to keep 
up his regulation clip of four mlleg an 
hour. 
Three miles was the best h«

George Griswold Wins Sec- 


ond Victory—Cases in 


City Court. 


George Griswold won a second vic- 


tory in the city court this morning 
when it was decided by Judge Skelton 
that the intent of the pure food law 
of the slate as it relates to the pre- 
paration and sale of meat is first to 
give warning and educate the people 
who offer it for sale and when they 
fail to comply with the 
provisions 


then they are to be punished. 


Griswold has had a stand in the 


city market and he had a lot of wit- 
nesses to prove that he killed good 
animals, that he prepared his meat in 
a cleanly manner 
and that It was 


good enough for anybody to eat when 
he offered it for sale. The fact that 
it was exposed to dust and dirt was 
argued against him, but the court 
held that the process of selling meat 
Was continuous and that there was lit- 
tle opportunity for infection from this 
source. 


Four people -were engaged, in the 


stand disposing of the meat and there 
was no chance for it to become con 
laminated as it was sold too rapidly. 


Griswold was up once before, but 


succeeded in proving that the slaugh- 
ter house which it was charged in the 
affidavit that he used in preparing 
beef did not belong to him and was 
never occupied by him. The visit of 
Inspector Tucker resulted in the Tiling 
of the 
affidavits 
and it also 
has 


brought excellent results in the city 
market, as the meat now offered is 
kept under clean cloth and is not ex- 
posed to the dirt.

DEMOCRATS WANT A PAPER." 


Will Consider Plans for Putting New 


Democratic Dally Dn Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, 
Nov. 27.—Leading 


democrats ot Indiana will meet Satur- 
day at the office of John W. Kern, in 
this city, to consider the question ot 
raising funds In the democracy ot the 
state for the purpose of establishing 
a democratic newspaper in Indianapo- 
lis, to be issued daily. 


At the banquet given by the Jack- 


son club of Lafayette some time ago 
Mr. Kern, with others leaders, was 
authorized 
to select a 
committee 


which will meet in Indianapolis to see 
what can be done regarding the es- 
tablishment of a state organ. This 
committee has been appointed. It con- 
sists of B. F. Shively, of South Bend, 
and Maj. G. V. Menzies, of Mt. Ver- 
non, who will represent the demo- 
cracy of the state at large, and a lead- 
ing democrat from each congression 
al district. 


Mr. Kern said yesterday that no 


definite plans concerning the contem- 
plated organ had been outlined. He 
said the democrats 9f the state had no 
knowledge of the Indianapolis Sun 
being converted Into a democratic 
paper by men who are now negotlat 
Ing for the purchase of the Sun. "We 
are going to meet," said Mr. Kern, 
"and see what can be • done about 
getting a democratic paper under 
way."

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—Wll- 


lium Jennings Bryan was the guest of 
honor last night at a $3 dinner given 
by the "United Democracy of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia." 
His analysis of 


President Roosevelt's political views 
was unique. Four of the president's 
policies he said were democratic and 
four undemocratic- There were four 
other democratic principles which the 
president did not advocate. 


Raiload regulation, the enforcement 


of the laws against the trusts, an in- 
come tax. and arbitration as the meth- 
od of settling disputes between labor 
and capital were all advocated by the 
president. Mr. Bryan said, but had 
been advocated by the democratic par- 
ty long before the president took 
them up. 


The four democratic doctrines the 


president will not indorse, the speak- 
er gave as tariff reform, the- election 
of senators by direct vote, the prom- 
ise of ultimate Independence to the 
Filipino, and the restriction of the use 
of the injunction in labor disputes. 
The 
four 
undemocratic 
doctrines 


which the president does advocate Mr. 
Bryan named as the national incor- 
poration of railroads and other inter- 
state 
commerce 
corporations, 
the 


right of tho fedefal government to 
interfere by treaty with state rights, 
ship subsidies, and asset ctirency. 


Defense of the Donkey. 


Mr. Bryan's subject was "The Point 


of View." and his speech consisted of 
illustrations of the difference in the 
point of view from which questions 
are examined. Before taking up.the 
serious presentation of this subject he 
referred 
to some of the 
remarks 


made by preceding speakers and apro- 
pos of Mr. Hagan's suggestion that 
Tammany Tigers would make better 
playthings for children than Teddy 
bears, he said that party emblems, 
as well as political toys, had their 
places and he spoke a word In defense 
of the democratic donkey. 


"The donkey,"' ho said, "is really a 


better emblem than tho elephant for 
a party. This was Impressed upon my 
mind when I visited other countries. 
I found that the donkey Is a resident 
of every country, and that everywhere 
he Is serving tho people, and that, too, 
tho common people. 
Ho Is not an 


aristocrat. 
Whether yon visit the 


mountains of the west, the densely 
populated regions of tho orient, the 
fertile valleys of the Nile, or the 
sacred soil of the holy land, yon will 
find the donkey—patient, persistent, 
and always at work. 


"Tho elephant, on tho contrary. Is 


only to bo found In certain latitudes, 
and is seldom seen except on dross 
parade. 
If greatness Is to bo meas- 


ured by sen-Ice, instead of by size or 
appearance, tho position of honor 
must bo given to tho faithful donkey. 
As tho democratic party Is becoming 
n universal party nnd Is everywhere 
justifying Its clnlms to the confidence 
of the people by the service It Is ren- 
dering them. It Is entirely appropriate 
that It should prefer the donkey to 
tho elephant for an eblem. 


Roosevelt Democrat In "Spots." 


"I have been glnd to commend tho 


president, where I could and havn cri- 
ticised him where It was necessary. 
If you nsk mo whether ho is a demo- 
crat, I must answer that It would bo 
unfair to him and unfair to tho demo- 
cratic party to call him a democrat. 
If you ask mo If he is democratic, I 
answer after 
the manner of Peter 


Cart.wright, the pioneer preacher of 
Illinois, whoj when asked if he was 
sanctified, replied, 'Yes, In spots.' 
The president is democratic In spots, 
and while tho spots are not ns large 
as they ought to be, or as numerous 
as I might wish them, a democratic 
spot looks beautiful to mo no matter 
upon whom I see It. 


"The president has not yet indorsed 


the democratic position on govern- 
mentment by injunction, but in his 
last message he intimated that it 
might become necessary to restrain 
the use of writ of injunction if tho 
abuse continued. He reminded me of 
the man who went to the theater on 
a pass. 
The play was so unsatisfac- 


tory that the audience hissed and 
hooted, but the man with the pass 
kept quiet. Finally one of the audi- 
ence asked him why he did not join 
in the expression of disapproval and 
he replied: 
'I do not like this play 


any more than the rest of you do. I 
am In here on a pass, but if this play 
gets much worse I'll go out and buy 
a ticket and come back and then I 
will hiss with.the rest of you." 


"I j»m glad to note the growth of 


reform sentiment in the republican 
party, but the difference between the 
republican reformer and the republi- 
can standpatter Is illustrated by a 
story which I recently heard. A man 
told me of a visit which he made 
\vhen a boy to a backwoods neighbor- 
hood, where the members of a cer- 
tain sect still believed that the earth 
stood still. 
After several had ex 


pressed themselves on the subject one 
member was called on who. had trav- 
eled enough to become skeptical on 
the question. 
Closing one eye and 


looking wise, he said: 'Well, she may 
move, but If she does, she moves 
mighty little." One of the others re- 
buked him and said: 
'You fool, she 


is either standing stock still or she 
is going like blazes.' 


"The republican reformer, having 


traveled a little and gathered inspira- 
tion from the democrats, is willing to 
admit that there ought to be a little re- 
form, but tho standpatter Is quite 
sure that If we do not stand stock 
still we will 
soon be going like 


blazes. 


Two Views of the Government. 
Mr. Bryan then proceeded to pre- 


sent the democratic view and the re- 
publican view of government.—Jeffer- 
son being the representative ot those 
who view government from the stand- 
point of the whole people, and Hamil- 
ton representing those who deny tho- 
right and the capacity of the people 
to self-government. 


"When I want to ascertain a man's 


point of view, I tell him the story of 
Lazarus and nivea. If he Is a demo- 
crat he regrets that there Is any one 
who Is compelled to live on crumbs, 
and begins to devise some remedy.

ployer as a sort of trustee to whom 
the government should give all that 
is Intended for the employes.

"And 
1 may add, tho difference In 


the point of view will explain the dif- 
ference In thfi remedies proposed to 
relievo the present financial strin- 
gency.

Clean the pigeons, tie in shape, then sprinkle with salt, 


pepper and (lour. Place some thin slices of fat salt pork or 
butter, It preferred, in tho bottom of an earthen jar or small 
porcelain kottlo and lay the pigeons on It. Put a few slices 
of onion on the birds and pour over the whole boiling water to 
nearly cover. Cover the jar or kettle so that no steam escapes 
and set It in a pot of water where it will simmer steadily for 
two hours or until tho birds are tender. When stowed enough 
take up onto a hot dish, skim the fat from tho gravy, thicken 
with a tablespoon of butter and flour rubbed to a cream, then 
add a spoonful of cream and a little lemon peel. 
Pour the 


sauce over tho birds and garnish with parsloy and sliced lemon. 


If dcalred, the pigeons may be stuffed before jugging. In 


this case add to their giblets, mlncod fine, a little shredded 
beef suet, broad crumbs, parsley and marjoram to season, and 
one or two egg.* to bind.

About 9 o'clock the hens wers given 
warm breakfast of bran and cornmeal 
ilred with hot water, with the break-

jTheir drinking water was kept warm 
through the day and at 4 o'clock they

Closing of Gates of 


Exposition. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 27.—A flat fail- 


ure from the standpoint of attendance 
and as a moneymaker, it is expected 
the Jamestown 
exposition 
will be 


placed In the hands of a receiver on 
Monday. The gates will close on Sat- 
urday, winding up the summer of poor 
success. 


Liabilities, according to official fig- 


ure*, will reach the sum of $3,465,000. 
The total assets are fTlO.OOO. There- 
fore the exposition is bankrupt to the 
tune of $2,855,000. Second mortgage 
bonds will be due next 
month 
for 


$370,000. 
There are first mortgage 


bonds due next year for $400,000. and 
the exposition owes the Unfted States 
government up to date $888,000. 


The United States government will 


lose its loan of almost a million dol- 
lars.and a lobby is preparing to invade 
Washington to try to saddle the pub- 
lic treasury with the other $2.000,000 
or so of the exposition's debts. 


Poor Management Cause. 


The failure of the 
exposition 
is 


blamed here on poor management ami 
the fact that the purpose of some of 
the originators of the fair was to pro- 
mote a clever real estate speculation. 
The early opening before any of the 
buildings were in readiness played a 
largo part in scaring away expected 
visitors. 


A score or more of suits already 


have been filed against the company, 
and early in November tho creditors 
showed a desire to scramble over the 
carcass, causing a petition to be filed 
in the United States district 
court 


asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. Judge Waddill. sitting In the 
case, refused to grant the petition, 
holding that to do so might cause the 
exposition to close down and damage 
all creditors. It is understood that he 
indicated to petitioners that he would 
consider and act favorably on the pe- 
tition after the: exposition closed. 


Minor Shows Also Lo«er«. 


It Is understood that the petition for 


receivers will 
bo 
renewed 
before 


Judge Waddill next Monday morning 
and the company's affairs be wound 
up by the court. Such action on the 
part of creditors is anticipated by 
the officials of the company, althoogh 
they arc silent. 


The failure of the exposition from 


a financial standpoint Is admitted by 
tho officials. 
The 
attendance 
-will 


hardly roach the three million mark. 
Concessionaires declare that those at- 
tending wore not 
money 
spend-ers,

President Maxwell Ends His 


Life by Opening of 


Arteries. 


New York, Nov. 27.—The bank 


'suspensions of a few weeks ago have 
caused the death by suicide of two for- 
mer .heads of financial 
institutions. 


Following the death by his own hand 
of Charles T. Barney, deposed presi- 
dent of 
the 
Knickerbocker 
Trust, 


Howard Maxwell, deposed president 
of the Borough bank, of Brooklyn, who 
was under indictment for grand lar- 
ceny and forgery and who was Mon- 
day night released from jail on $30,- 
000 bail, committed suicide yesterday. 
Ho cut his throat and left wrist with 
a razor and penknife in the bathroom 
of his home in Brooklyn and died last 
night at Long Island College hospital. 


Maxwell, who was locked ,up last 


Thursday 
had felt his 
humiliation 


keenly, and during his incarceration 
had appeared hopelessly despondent. 
His wife was prostrated by the trag- 
edy and was under the care of physi- 
cians last night. 


Maxwell was released late Monday 


night from Raymond street jail, where 
he had been held a prisoner since the 
indictments were returned. There was 
considerable difficulty 
in obtaining 


bail, and officers of the jail reported 
that Maxwell was greatly broken. 
All 


Monday and Ihe day before he lay on 
his bed nnd appeared to be oblivious 
to surroundings. 
He declined to re- 


ceive any visitors except his wife and 
counsel. 


Maxwell was 49 years old and leaves 


,1 widow, but no children. On Nov. 
21 he was jointly indicted for grand 
larceny with former Cashier Arthur 
Campbell and Director William Cow. 
of the Btorough bank. There were oth- 
er Indictments against him involving 
forgery in a quarterly bank statement. 
When "these three men were arraigned 
Campbell and Gow 
secured bonds- 


men, but. to the surprise of many who 
knew Maxwell's popularity in finan- 
cial and social circles, none offered to 
go upon his bond. This desertion on 
the part of men to whom ho had look- 
ed for his freedom. It is said, embit- 
tered nnd depressed Maxwell. 


During tho arraignment 
Maxwell's 


counsel said his client had put up 
every dollar he possessed to secure 
the bank and had absolutely stripped 
himself 
to protect tho institution. 


Later, on the way to his cell, Maxwell 
is said to 
have borrowed 
$3 with 


which to buy a meal or two from a 
near by restaurant. His humiliation 
was aggravated when, like a common 
felon, he was measured by the Ber- 
lillon system and his pedigree placed 
In tho Jail records. 


Wa* "Rising Financier." 


Maxwell had been regarded as one 


of the rising financiers of Brooklyn 
anil was reputed to ho worth $200,000 
when the crash 
In banking aftalrs 


came. He was cashier of the Kings 
County bnnk when 
that Institution 


was merged with tho Union bnnk four 
years :igo. 
At that time ho had no 


properly, so far as known, but. ho en- 
listed tho assistance of William Gow, 
of the advertising firm of Ward & 
Gow, 
nnd these two, with others, or- 


ganized tho Borough bank of Brooklyn, 
which, operating on what has been de- 
scribed ns "liberal IlncB," for a time 
achieved remarkable success. 


When the bnnk became Involved 


Mrs. Maxwell joined with her hus- 
band in transferring all their property 
to the bank, and ahe is now left pcnnl. 
less.

"To what do you object particular- 


ly?" asked the Nebraskan. 


"I object particularly, sir, to your 


attempt to dictate to the democratic 
party," responded 
Senator Daniel, 


promptly. 
"When did I ever attempt to dic- 


tate to the democratic party?" came 
from Mr. Bryan. 


"You dictated to it In 1900, sir, when 


you refused to run for president un- 
less a free silver plank were retained 
in the platform," Senator Daniel an 
swered; 


"But you helped to draft the free 


silver platform in 1896, and were in 
favor of it," said Mr. Bryan. 


Daniel Opposed Silver Plank. 


"You are mistaken, sir," retorted 


Senator Daniel to Mr. Bryan's last re- 
mark. - "I was temporary chairman of 
the '96 convention, and it Is true I was 
a member of the committee on resolu- 
tions which drafted the platform.

In his field work for "The North 


American Indian," the 
most preten- 


tious historical, ethnological and pic- 
torial compilation on the Indian tribes 
of America, of which J. Plerpont Mor- 
gan is chief patron, Mr. Curtis spent 
the summer in Montana and has just 
returned to New York. Most of the 
summer's work was devoted to study 
of the battle of the Little Big Horn. 
Mr. Curtis was assisted by White-Man- 
That-Runs-Him 
and Hairy-Moccasin, 


Crow scouts who were with Custer; 
! Tv.-o-Moons 
and 
Red-Hawk, Sioux 


scouts who served in the engagement, 
and nearly a hundred other Indians. 


"The time has not arrived." said 


Mr. Curtis, "to write the real story I 
of Custer's last fight, and it is a ques- 
tion whether this story properly may 
be incorporated in the work being j 
compiled. 
There are too many per- 


sons still living who could not gnin 
any glory by the narration of the facts 
in the last Custer engagement. 


"My investigation of the battle of 


the Little Big Horn has been more 
minute and complete than any previ- 
o/sly made. I started in the Rosebud I 
country and followed the route taken 
by Custer's command into the Wolf ' 
mountains, then to tho point where I 
Custer and Ueno separated. 
From ! 


this point I took up Custer's trail and 
followed every foot of It. I was for- 
tunate In finding several of Custer's 
old Indian scouts, all of them now 
more than sixty years olu. 


"The clearness of the memory of 


Whlte-Man-That-Rtms-Him I found to 
be phenomenal. I took him over the 
battle Held from every side and did 
everything I could to disprove what 
ho said were facts. Not once did he 
vary from his story. With the Crow 
scouts I went over the ground to the 
point whore Custer, telling them they 
had kept their promise to him, to 
show him where 
tho 
enemy 
was 


camped, sent them back out of tho 
light to save their lives. Then I took 
up tho inquiry with tho Sioux scouts, 
who knew every detail of It. Tho 
stories of these old scouts I verified 
later. 


"Such an Investigation an t made 


can bring tho Inquirer to only ono con- 
clusion—that General Custer unneces- 
sarily sacrificed the lives of his sol-

ACT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Employers Not 
Compelled to Pay 


Wages Once a Month. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 27.~Tho statute 


making corporations liable to a penal- 
ty and attorney fees for falling to pay 
wages nt least once a month to em- 
ployes doing certain kinds of work is 
unconstitutional, according to a de- 
cision of the supreme court today. A 
judgment recovered by Charles J. 
Ixmg against tho Toledo, St. Louis & 
Western railroad company, which in- 
cluded a penalty and attorney fee, as 
well as the wages due, was reversed. 


The statute applies only to "every 


company, corporation or association." 
and to their servants "engaged 
in 


manual and mechanical labor" for 
such concerns, and the court holds 
this to be class legislation. It says 
that an individual employing the same 
class of labor as the railroad company 
would not be within the terms of the 
act, and that such discrimination 
against classes of employes Is not al- 
lowed.
